requires nearly all new ve­ 
hicles sold in California dur­ 
ing 1967. i>8 and 69 to have 
a rrankcase device as well 
as an emission device to 
curb smog.

Also under the law. every 
1955 through 1962 Ameri­ 
can made vehicle owned by 
persons living in Alameda. 
I-os Angeles, Marin. Orange. 
San Diego. San Francisco. 
San Matro and Santa Clara 
counties and in the metro­ 
politan areas of Riverside 
and San Bernardino coun­ 
ties, must have a crankcase 
device installed.

Orr said that when a ve­ 
hicle is sold by a dealer, he 
must furnish a certificate of 
compliance stating that the 
vehicle is equipped with the 
required smog devices in 
good operating condition.

When a vehicle is brought 
from another individual, the 
new owner must obtain the 
certificate from a garage or 
service station licensed to 
make inspections.
